Kxorciime This charging of vncleane 
ſpirits ro come out of men pol: 
felled, was a ſpeciall kinde of ad-i 
iuration* or cxorciſme, whereof 
there is no example in the old 
Teſtament : but in the Goſpell 
was begunne by Chriſt himſelte, 
and continued in his Name by 
his Apoſtles and their Succeſſors 
inthe Church, vnto the time of
